“ Mr. Caum has been with us 
for 30 years,” Hunt declared in 
backing the appointment of the 
high school principal, “ and 
he 
certainly is capable. I think the 
people of Morrisville are behind 
Mr. Cavn by an overwhelming 
majority. I wouldn’t be surprised 
if you call IO people that nine 
would be in favor of appointing 
him.” 


Hunt said that “ we're suppos­ 
ed to represent the people and I 
feel strongly in favor of promot­ 
ing our own people. If I thought 
the people were in favor of an 
outsider I would support it. But 
I ’m sure they favor the promo­ 
tion of Mr. Caum to the new ad­ 
ministrative assistant’s job.” 


He said he “ had offers” from 
residents to take petitions o u t 
favoring the appointment of Mr. 
Caum. 


“ My only interest in this 
ap­ 
pointment,” he said, “ is what I 
think best for the school board to 
represent the people.” 


Under present plans, the board 
would appoint an administrative 
assistant, a new post, to assist 
Reiter for the next two years. 
The sum of $9,000 has been allo­ 
cated in the new budget for the 
new job. 


Hunt was the second resident 
to voice an opinion favoring the 
appointment of Caum for the job. 
Francis A. Troilo, chairman of 
the Morrisville Democratic com­ 
mittee, said on Tuesday he fa­ 
vored Caum for the post.

The board is to set a fair price 
to pay Sullivan for taking his land 
to use in the extension of N. 
Washington St. from E. Bridge to 
Union St. and for a parking lot. 
Some of the appraisers said the 
street extension would add to the 
value of the land Sullivan is re­ 
taining. The borough took 1.08 of 
his 1.4 acres. The property he still 
holds 
includes 
an 
apartment 
house on Union St. and a small lot 
behind the Morrosville Post Office. 
The borough’s case was pre­ 
sented by Solicitor Charles J. Con- 
turso. 
His witnesses were Bor­ 
ough Secretary Robert Steward 
and two appraisers. 
Appraiser’s Figure 
Bernard C. Meltzer, Jenkintown 
real estate broker, appraiser and 
engineer set the figure the bor­ 
ough should pay Sullivan at $7,705. 
This was based on his figures of 
$37,884 as value of Sullivan’s land 
before the borough took part of it, 
minus $30,179, present value of the 
land he retained. The latter fig­ 
ure included benefits appraised 
by Meltzer at $9,531, to result 
from the new street. 
The other appraiser to testify 
for the borough was Robert C. 
Ruehl, realtor and partner in the 
Makefield 
Co., 
of 
Morrisville. 
Ruehl appraised the damages at 
$7,933. 
Ruehl appraised Sullivan’s land 


at $39,014 before the borough’s 
condemnation 
proceedings. 
The 
land he still holds, Ruehl said, is 
worth $31,081.
